its 
hiding. 


McDougal exposed their bare feet and 
burnt and tortured thnm in coals> of 
lire in an old fashioned^ fireplace, until 
lifelong injuries resulted. Still the old 
man and hig wife refused, asserting 
without a break that, they did not have 
the supposed money, the indignities 
and cruelties of this deed so aroused 
the people that McDougal paid the pen- 
alty with lib life. Still, as there is no 
reference to this in the rcnort of the 
committee that was given, and that had 
to do directly with his trial and execu- 
tion, it may well be doirbted. as also 
several other flying reports that lack 
confirmation.

The bridge is even 
now too harrow for the traffic, and 
many times during the day, if one cares 
to watch, he may nee blockades of more 
or less seriousness at this point. And 
amonj other things, the rout« to Bloom- 
ingdale by the Wells street bridge is 
not a direct route' to the city. It is at 
the btet. a zig-zag route and to travel 
over it consumes •• \ot of t.ime. 


A. plan has been suggested to relieve 


this trouble. That is for 
a 
bridge 


across the St. Mary's river connecting 
Webster street with'"Wells street. Web- 
ster street runs to the edge of the 
river, and if extended across the stream 
would run directly.into Wells street one 
block north, 
forming 
one continuous 


thoroughfare from the extreme north 
to the extreme south sides of the i-ity. 
The plan calls for a bridge at Webster 
street, connecting it with Wells streot. 
While the bridge was under construc- 
tion the old bridge at Wells street could 
be used for traffic.

Ferries that were used by the Michigan 
Central before the Detroit river tunnel 
was opened for traffic. This is taken to 
indicate that the freight traffic for oth- 
er roads will not be sent into Detroit 
through the tube.

kind is indebted to Samuel M. Foster

Gunmen. 


MANY ARE LIKE THEM 


New York, Nov. 30.—America's fore- 


most criminologist- recently was asked 
to make a. study of the-four gunmen 
just convicted of the murder of -Herman 
Rosenthal. He refused, saying that care, 
ful complete measurements'and lengthy 
systematic observations were essential 
before any" report of -scientific value 
could be made. In his refusal he made 
the following interesting comment/which 
is published with his permission, on con- 
dition that his name is not used, for, 
he says, "I am frankly a .coward' about 
publicity and have no desire to become1 


involved in arguments." 


"Statements 'that Gyp the .'Blood, 


Whitey ' Lewis, Lefty Louie and Dago 
Frank are a new type of criminal are 
absurd. 
There is no such thing as a 


new type of criminal. 
• ' 


"The word criimnal' is- simply a hat 


check that calls for a whole lot'of peo- 
ple-who commit anti-Social j'acts. From- 
a hat check no one is able to tell what 
kind of n, lin.t in on the shelf, and the 
word criminal docs not reveal anything 
more than a bnt check. To' say that 
a man is a criminal or a criminal -type 
means nothing more than that he has 
committed anti-social acts. 


"Anti-social acts are regulated by laws 


and customs. Acts that were considered 
perfectly proper a hundred .years ago 
arc considered anti-social today. -They 
may be anything from accepting a re- 
bate—an anti-social act that was not 
regarded as criminal ten years ago—to 
the crime of murder. So that to speak 
of a man as a criminal or type of crim- 
inal tells one practically nothing. Con- 
sequently, to speak of a.'new type" of 
criminal is equally meaningless. '. 


"These men are no different 
from 


hundreds of men who Iwve committed' 
anti-social acts in the past. Thc'hand- 
some, well-dressed lawbreaker we have 
always had with us. 
Recall to your 


mind the celebrated • murderers of his- 
tory. 
Many of them 'were, dandies- 


many of them were noted for,thcir fine 
faces, many 
were 
scrupulously neat 


about their persons. 


"There is nothing remarkable in the 


fact that their, faces.do-not reveal any 
of the deformities supposed to char- 
acterize 'criminal types.' The theory of 
Lombroso that certain physical defor- 
mities went hand in hand with mental 
and moral deficiencies and vice versa 
is not regarded as seriously today as it 
once was. There is a, certain amount of 
truth underlying the tbeoJV, but its im- 
portance has been greatly exaggerated. 


"To be sure, in penitentiaries and in- 


sane asylums a large Titunber of persons 


with physical deformities Vill. be .itoun'd, 
but people with the' same deformities 
will be found walking up and down 
Broadway and riding on our subway and 
elevated trains. The fact that they pos. 
ses» such deformities does not stamp 
them aa criminals—to employ the hat 
check again—nor docs the lack of them 
indicate that they are without impulses 
and desires to commit anti-social acts.

Frank smd Whitey Lewis are no differ; 
ent from scores of other -young men 
who are to be seen in cafes and restau- 
rants on the Great White Way night 
after night. In that section of the city 
cue is apt to find them dining at the 
next table.

SEWING BOOM SUGGESTIONS

When darning a rent in woolen goods 


and-it is impossible to ravel out the 
goods itself for thread to darn with, 
use long hairs from your own head. The 
loose weave of the wool loses the hair 
in its meshes, and so the darn becomes 
invisible. 


The best way to dean a rusty needle 


is to run them up and down in the 
earth. Just go out in the garden and 
stick the needles in the ground, then 
pull them out. Have the needle thread- 
ed, with the thread tied double, so there 


. will be something to catch hold of to 


extract the needles from the earth. This 
method is even better than using an 
emery bag.

-Unless, the quality of the linen is

Small holes in black or white" kid 


gloves can easily be mended with court 
plaster. Gut the plaster a little larger 
than the. hole itself and stick it to the 
under part of the glove directly over the 
hole, pressing the kid down smooth on 
the sticky'surf ace of the plaster. This 
will last as long as the gloves themselves 
do. 


.POLISH FOR OILCLOTH. 


Clean the oilcloth with some nice 


soapy water and a- soft scouring brush. 
Put some glue into a jelly jar and fill 
with water. Stand whole in a saucepan 
of water on the fire. Boil till the glue 
is melted. Stir with a stick (it only 
needs to be very thin); take a clean, 
soft piece of rag and dip into the glue. 
Rub it over the oilcloth,'taking oare not 
to miss any parts, and leave it until 
quite dry. The result will be a nice 
shine equal to new, and no fear of one's 
slipping, as is often the case when the 
linoleum is'polished with beeswax.

Kiln Process for Alfalfa Commercially 


Profitable. 


Washington, Nov. 30.—That it is com 


mcrcially profitable to dry hay by arti 
licial means, thus eliminating the large 
waste due to damage by rain in thi 
fields after cutting, is the belief of ofli 
cials of the department of agriculture. 


For two or three years experts of the 


office of farm management have'been 
conducting experiments in southeastern 
Missouri with alfalfa hay, putting 
it 


through a kiln-drying process. For a 
time doubt has existed as to whether 
ay could be dried in this manner on 
commercially profitable basis. 
While the work of experimentation 
as not been concluded," officials are' sat- 
sfied that kiln-dried hay would save 
le farmers of the country an enormous 
mount of money annually. 
The department has not formally an- 
ounced the exact location of the gov- 
rnment's plant. It is in the alfalfa 
elt of southeast Missouri and was tm- 
er water for a considerable period dur- 
ig the recent flood. Since that time, 
owever, it has.been put into commis- 
,on once more. 
Hay artificially dried is subjected to 


[reat heat for a short time and comes 
irough the process retaining a rich 


green color. 
The juice is forced out 


nd the larger part of it preserved.'

Several forms of ap 
mratiis were exhibited by which these 
lubstances may be mingled in almost 
»ny desired proportion, two of them so 
simple that any one could use them after 
instruction. 


The inventors of these two machines 


said that within a short .time, possibly 
a few months, they will be so perfected 
that a practical pain-killer may be at 
the disposal of every one who can af-

the next session of congress convenes 
in Washington, Congressman William 
Kent of Marin county will make a vig- 
orous effort to secure 
stringent laws 


limiting immigration to this country. 


Kent's ideas on immigration are the 


outgrowth of his sympathy for the vic- 
tims of industrial oppression and very 
different from those of many opponents 
of immigration who object to the for- 
eigner on narrower grounds. 


He believes that the presence of large 


bodies of unassimliated foreign work- 
men injects race! and national prejudice 
into the relations between employer and 
employe, already too' severely strained 
by other points of difference, and that 
this prejudice dulls the conscience of the 
employer until he is quite willing to 
exploit the workers to the limit of his 
power. 


"We 
haven't 
established 
justice 


amongst ourselves yet," -says Kent, ex- 
plaining why he is going to work for 
laws limiting immigration to this coun- 
try. 
"The labor unions and socialists 


are working in different ways to estab- 
lish better conditions for the under god, 
but so long as We continue to import 
people to do our. dirty work that long 
will we not have justice or democracy. 


"If we stop importing people to do 


our flirty work we will find, first, that 
there will be a lot lees dirty work to 
do, and then we will come secondly to 
a realizing sense that any work'that has 
to be done isn't dirty "work.

only people who profit from the 


influx of foreign workers are. the peo 
pie who are possessed of privilege— 
that is, the men who own the railroads

Steam for the Soil. 


For a year or .two past certain grow- 


ers of tomatoes, cucumbers and simi- 
lar vegetables for the London market 
have been injecting steam into the soil 
with a view to destroying Insects and 
slugs. It is reported that the plan 
works very well for that purpose, but 
the operation brought to light an un- 
expected fact—namely, that the soil 
thus treated increased' greatly in fer- 
tility ;eo greatly, indeed, that the ordi- 
nary-amount of manure cannot be 
used afterward.

by the steam, which kills the phago- 
cytes or protozoa which in ordinary". y<m can Set *' 
circumstances keep' down the numbet 
of bacteria in the soil whose opera- 
tions are beneficent in turning organic 
nitrogen into plant food.—Harper's 
Weekly. .

The trains 
came together while each was going full 
speed near bridge No. 18. a mile and 
one-half east of Brownsville.

The origin of the polfca has just 


been discovered. It is said-on good 
authority that the dance originated in 
one of the little Tillages of Bohemia^ 
where a servant, tiring of her worlt In 
the kitchen, thought to make it lightei 
by dancing around the kiichen and 
singing at the same time. The mi» 
trees of the house overheard her and 
called her into the parlor, where she 
•was asked to dance the peculiar step 
over again. A musician by the nam« 
of Neruda was present and he somt 
time later wrote nrusic for the step. 
The name polka comes from the Czecb 
language, meaning half step. 


In 1839 the polka was introdaceij
